14. The method of claim 12 further Comprising the step of loading a 
5 diagnostic application program into a memory device of said diagnostic tool. 

15. The method of claim 12 furthe^ comprising the step of storing a third 
diagnostic value into said memory device and displaying said third selected 
diagnostic value graphically.
